Viet Reds Shell More Than 50 Towns, Military Bases 


SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese troops 
raked more than 50 towns and 
military posts 
with 
rockets, 
mortars and light ground at­ 
tacks today in the second day of 
countrywide attacks. American 
officers said the enemy had 
started a spring offensive in­ 
tended to generate pressure 
from the American public for 
concessions at the Paris peace 
talks. 
President Nugyen Van Thieu 
said the offensive had been 
“completely foiled” with heavy 


losses to the enemy. Hie U.S. 
Command announced that more 
than 1,000 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese 
had 
been 
killed 
since the attacks began Satur­ 
day night. 
Allied casualties include about 
IOO American soldiers and an 
equal number of South Viet­ 
namese troops killed, at least 
146 American soldiers and more 
than 
IOO 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops wounded, and at least 66 
civilians killed and another 250 
wounded. 
Military spokesman said ene­ 


my gunners had shelled Saigon 
and Da Nang, South Vietnam’s 
two largest cities, 20 provincial 
capitals, and 29 district capitals. 
Some towns were hit several 
times. 
Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky, taking a plane to return to 
the Paris peace talks, said he 
would recommend a resumption 
of the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam if shelling of South Viet­ 
nam’s cities continued. He said 
his South Vietnamese air force 
could do the job alone if neces 
sary—“they are ready.” 


Allied spokesmen said the sec­ 
ond round of attacks today was 
considerably less than the open­ 
ing onslaught and caused only 
light casualties and damage. But 
it was felt the enemy might try 
to keep up the effort few as 
much as IO days. 
At the outset, more than 150 
towns, bases and outposts came 
under attack Saturday night and 
Sunday. It was the heaviest ene­ 
my blow since last May. 
U.S. headquarters also an­ 
nounced that enemy gunners 
shot down and destroyed two 


big U.S. Marine CH47 helicop­ 
ters supporting Marine infantry­ 
men sweeping near the Laotian 
frontier Sunday in an operation 
to cut 
enemy 
supply lines. 
There were no casualties, but 
the two losses raised to 2,362 the 
number of American helicopters 
lost in the war. 
The bulk of the fighting oc­ 
curred north and northwest of 
Saigon, around the big Ameri­ 
can bases at Long Binh, Bien 
Ioa and Dau Tieng. 
Long Binh and Bien Hoa are 
only 15 miles northeast of Sai­ 


gon, and elements of the North 
Vietnamese^ th Division are re­ 
ported 
trying to push 
past 
them. 
Sources said allied defenses 
have 
been 
bolstered 
around 
Long Binh and Bien Hoa, and to 
the south of Tay Ninh City, near 
the Cambodian border, to meet 
a threat by the North Viet­ 
namese 9th Division. 
U.S. B52 bombers kept up 
their intensified strikes around 
Saigon, 
dropping 
more 
than 
I,WK) tons of bombs on enemy 
bases and infiltration corridors. 


The heaviest of the strikes were I 
concentrated 24 and 25 miles; 
west and northwest of the capi­ 
tal. 
Saigon was shelled twice Sun­ 
day for the first time since the 
halt in the bombing of North 
Vietnam last Nov. I. Fifteen ci­ 
vilians were killed and 48 were 
wounded. But the capital w as 
spared any shelling today. 
An American official said the 
rocket attacks on the capital 
“were a brazen type thing show­ 
ing he could put some rounds in 
Saigon. 
If he wanted tactically to do 


something he would put a lot 
more rounds in, if ha could.” 
Ten rounds of big Russian 
100-pound rockets slammed into 
the capital in two separate vol­ 
leys Sunday morning and later 
in the afternoon. 
One of the heaviest attacks 
Sunday occurred when the ene­ 
my shelled and then charged 
into a refugee camp at Que Son, 
30 miles southwest of Da Nang. 
Thirty Civilians were reported 
killed, 50 wounded and 85 hous­ 
es destroyed. At least 141 Amer­ 
icans and 78 government sol­ 
diers were wounded.

U.S. Reaction 
To Offensive 


Type Of Move 
Not Decided 
By President 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
enemy bombardment of South 
Vietnamese cities is expected to 
bring U S. recommendations for 
some kind of retaliation against 
North Vietnam, perhaps selec­ 
tive resumption of bombing. 
It is known that military offi­ 
cials regard the widespread 
shelling, and use of rockets and 
mortars as a breach of under­ 
standings under which the Unit­ 
ed States agreed to stop all 
bombing of the North last Oct. 
31. 
But pending a presidential de­ 
cision, the Pentagon declined all 
ccmment and officials refused 
U discuss the situation. 
The keynote to the U.S. atti­ 
tude probably was sounded by a 
Nikon 
administration 
source 
now in Europe who said Sunday 
that authorities were “not going 
to do anything precipitously.” 
Before leaving for his Euro­ 
pean trip, President Nixon said 
the “key word is shelling,” be 
cause if this has happened “it 
requires some action on our 
part.” 
Reports from Vietnam tell of 
shelling and other bombard 
ment of more than 125 cities, 
towns and allied bases, includ 
ing volleys of rockets fired into 
Saigon, as well as some ground 
attacks. 
Action could range all the way 
from stern U.S. warnings to the 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong about the possible break 
down of the Paris peace talks to 
resumed bombing of North Viet­ 
nam on the scale before halt, or 
on a larger scale. 
With U.S. public opinion in 
mind. Nixon can hardly dismiss 
the offensive, although he could 
plav down its importance. 
If he moved to resume the 
bombing, he would risk a break 
off in the Paris peace talks. 
That could well put tile war 
back where it was last year— 
somethin^ the new president al­ 
most certainly wants to avoid. 
Government sources speculat­ 
ed that the city bombardment 
was timed to embarrass Nixon 
as he opens his much heralded 
visit to European capitals. 
Also, some officials believe 
the enemy move is designed to 
disrupt the pacification pro­ 
gram and to trv to demonstrate 
that the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong still represent a tough 
military problem in South Viet­ 
nam.

Big Storms 
Squeeze Both 
Ends Of U.S.

A pair of large ocean storms 
pressed against both ends of the 
nation Monday spreading rain 
and now over large areas in 
land while the midlands were 
generally cloudy but dry. 
The Atlantic storm, churning 
northward 
off 
the 
Virginia 
capes, spread moisture from 
North Carolina to Maine and as 
far west as the Great Lakes. 
Travelers warnings were is­ 
sued for the New Jersey-Penn- 
sylvania area northward with 
two to four inches of snow ex­ 
pected. Eastern Pennsylvania 
and southeastern New York had 
one or two inches of new snow 
dropped on the remains of the 
heavy snowfall two weeks ago. 
About an inch of snow, mixed 
with rain, provided a scare for 
New York City which was para­ 
lyzed by the heavy snow earlier 
this month. 
On the 
Pacific Coast the 
storm was centered off Oregon 
and spread a wet blanket over 
the entire coast and east to the 
Rockies. 
California continued to re­ 
ceive the brunt of the storm 
which poured heavy rain on 
coastal 
areas 
and 
dumped 
heavy snows in the mountains. 
Normally arid El Toro on South­ 
ern California soaked up nearly 
an inch and a quarter of rain 
Sunday night. 
Warnings of heavy snowfall 
were issued for the mountains 
of California, Nevada, Utah and 
southern Idaho. 
Between the bands of weather 
only traces of precipitation were 
measured over the Plains.

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first stop of his eight-day Euro­ 
pean trip, did not hedge about 
prospects for eventual Soviet- 
American talks.

To underscore this policy dec­ 
laration, he said that because 
American-Soviet talks would di- 
rectlv affect the nation* of 
Western 
Europe, the United 
States will aoproach Moscow 
“on the basis of full consultation 
and cooperation with our allies, 
because we recognize that the 
chances for successful negotia 
tions depend on our unity.” 
He went on: 
“I realize that this course has 
not alwavs been followed in the 
past. But I pledge to you today, 
that in anv negotiations directly 
affecting the interest of the 
NATO nations, there will be full 
and genuine consultation before 
and during those negotiations.” 
Nixon said he knew the allies 
had felt “that too often the TUnit­ 
ed States talked at its partners 
instead of with them, or merely 
informed them of decisions aft­ 
er they were made instead of 
consulting with them before de­ 
ciding.” 
“The United States is deter­ 
mined to listen with a new at­ 
tentiveness to its NATO part­ 
ners.” he declared, “not onlv 
because they have a right to be 
heard but because we want 
their ideas. And I believe we 
have a right to expect that con­ 
sultation shall be a two-way 
street.” 
Summarizing the approach he 
wants to take in h*s E’>ronean 
meetings, he said: 
“I have 
come for work not for ceremo­ 
ny; to ino"ire, not to insist: to 
consult, not convince; to listen 
and learn, and to begin what I 
hope will be a continuing inter­ 
change of ideas and insights.” 


Berlin Crisis 
Seen Eased 


BONN, West Germany (AP) 
— The latest Berlin crisis eased 
today after both West Germany 
and 
East 
Germany 
offered 
concessions. 
The situation was this: If 
West Germany calls off plans to 
elect its next president in West 
Berlin March 5. then East Ger- 
manv will allow West Berliners 
to cross the wall into East Ber­ 
lin for the first time in three 
years to visit their relatives 
during Easter. 
West German Chancellor Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger accepted the 
Communist offer to negotiate 
but indicated he wanted a “last­ 
ing settlement” going far be­ 
yond Easter. 
Informed sources said a deci­ 
sion had to be reached quickly if 
the elections were to be relocat­ 
ed. 
East German leader Walter 
Ulbricht made the offer of 
c o n c e s s i o n s this weekend 
through the Soviet Ambassador 
to 
West 
Germany, 
Semyon 
Tsarapkin, who met in Stuttgart 
Sunday with Kiesinger for the 
second time in 24 hours. 
Tsarapkin told Kiesinger that 
shifting the election to a city in­ 
side West German would be “a 
contribution to detente and to­ 
ward promotion of better So­ 
viet-West German relations.” 
The conciliatory moves came 
four days before President Nix­ 
on’s visit to the divided city HO 
miles inside East Germany. 
The Soviet Union and East 
Germany both warned repeated­ 
ly that election of a successor to 
President 
Heinrich 
Luebke 
should not take place in West 
Berlin, which they consider a 
“third German state.” 


Israeli Jets Pound Syrian 
Posts And Guerrilla Bases 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
warplanes 
struck in f o r c e 
across the Syrian cease-fire line 
today for the first time since the 
1967 war, bombed two Arab 
Guerrilla bases and engaged in

Israel claimed its planes re­ 
turned unharmed after shooting 
down one Syrian MIG17. Da­ 
mascus radio said three Israeli 
jets and two Syrian fighters 
were shot down. 
An Israeli army spokesman 
denied any Israeli planes were 
shot down.

The cease-fire line between Is­ 
rael and Syria had been rela­ 
tively quiet since the June 1967 
war, but the Israeli army said 
the raid was in retaliation for a 
sharp increase in guerrilla at­ 
tacks along the border since 
Jan. 20, including the machine 
gunning on a civilian bus Sun­ 
day. 
The army said two soldiers 
were killed and three were 
wounded in 12 incidents of min­ 
ing and shooting in the occupied 
Golan Heights, 
which Israel 


captured from Syria in the six- 
day war. 
A spokesman said the Israeli 
planes bombed two locations—■ 
Maisalun, on the main Beirut- 
Damascus highway IO miles 
west of the Syrian capital, and 
El Hamme, on the Syrian-Leb- 
anese b o r d e r . He said El 
Hamme was the headquarters 
of the Al Fatah commando or* 
ganization for .both Syria and 
Lebanon, and Maisalun served 
as a training base.

Israeli 
army 
claimed 
guerrillas from El Hamme fired 
on a bus carrying 50 laborers 
Sunday and wounded one. 
The spokesman charged El 
Hamme is a staging area for 
guerrillas returning from train­ 
ing in Egypt, Algera and Com­ 
munist China, from which “they 
arn sent to entry out cabotage 
actions against Israel.”

Jim Garrison said 
photographs and witnesses back 
his contention that the president 
also was hit by a bullet fired 
from in front of him. 
The Criminal District Court 
trial is in its sixth week. 
Shaw, 55, a retired New Or­ 
leans b u s i n e s s m a n , was 
charged with conspiring with 
Lee Harvey Oswald and others 
to murder Kennedy, shot in Dal­ 
las Nov. 22, 1963. 
The medical findings, detailed 
in the Warren Commission re­ 
port, concluded that Kennedy 
was killed by two high velocity 
bullets “fired from a point be­ 
hind and somewhat above” him.

's Removed 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) — 
Emergency stomach surgery on 
former President Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower, complicated by his 
age and repeated heart attacks, 
was pronounced successful to­ 
day by a team of Army doctors. 
A report issued at Walter 
Reed Anay Hospital shortly aft­ 
er midnight omitted any indica­ 
tion of the 78-year-old five-star 
general’s chances for recovery. 
But use of the word “success­ 
fully” was taken to mean that 
Eisenhower, who six months 
ago bad appeared near death, 
was not in imminent danger. 
President Nixon, in Brussels 
on the first stop of his five-na­ 
tion Western European tour, 
was described as 
“pleased” 
with the report. Aides said be 
was being kept constantly in­ 
formed of the condition af the 
man whom he served as vice 
president for eight years. 
The two-hour and 20-minute 
operation, performed by a sev­ 
en-member surgical team, had 
been accepted “with equanimi­ 
ty” by Eisenhower and his wife, 
Mamie. She. had rushed to the 
hospital earlier Sunday from 
their farm home in Gettysburg.

LONDON, Ohio (A P )—Fifteen 
residents of the London Correc­ 
tional Institution will leave soon 
—marking the end to a special 
phase of Ohio’s penal system. 
Inmates

draft horses and a 20-year-old 
brown mule named Martha. 
They are the last draft ani-; 
mals used at any Ohio penal 
institution. 
Draft animals have been used 
for farm work at LCI since its 
inception in 1913. When the Le­ 
banon and Grafton correctional 
centers quit using animals in 
1964 they sent some of the walk­ 
ing stock here. 
All remaining draft animals 
will be sold at public auction at 
the Madison County Fairgrounds 
in London March 15. 
E. Blaine Haskins, superinten­ 
dent at LCI, calls them the “ last 
of the Mohicans.” He admits to 
a tender regard for each animal.

CINCINNATI (AP)—An edu­ 
cator and political scientist told 
the 15th annual Conference on 
World Affairs here Friday that 
he could not predict the pos­ 
sibility of world peace for the 
next decade. 
“If we had been going through 
this exercise IO years ago this 
month, we would not have pre­ 
dicted the outright split between 
Communist China and the Soviet 
Union,” said keynote speaker 
Dr. Philip E. Mosely. 
Mosely, associate dean of the 
Columbia University School of 
International Studies and direc­ 
tor of Columbia's European In­ 
stitute, presented “two extreme 
sets of projections” on the world 
peace outlook. 
Regarding optimistic projec­ 
tions-, Mosely said the two nu­ 
clear powers realize they can 
attain no goals by a nuclear ex­ 
change. 
They have a responsibility to 
protect the world against the 
use of any nuclear weapons and 
they remain ready to contain 
any conflicts that may emerge, 
he said. 
But countering those projec­ 
tions is one that new grounds of 
strategic competition for power 
and influence may develop. 
“This may result in a greater 
degree of instability, nervous­ 
ness and danger of overreaction 
to real or presumed threats than 
we have had in the past six and 
one-half years since the Cuban 
missile crisis," Mosely said.

“Some candidates filed inval­ 
id complaints against their op­ 
ponents, publicizing their com­ 
plaints and, in effect smearing

plained. 
The report gave no specific 
examples nor did it furnish a 
breakdown on complaints as be­ 
tween the presidential race or 
House or Senate contests. 
The committee said it was 
pleased arbitration had worked 
well in two Senate and five 
House contests it did not identi­ 
fy. 


It said that in four house 
races where hearings were held 
to arbitrate campaign charges, 
“the candidate who lost the ar­ 
bitration award or who refused 
to arbitrate also lost the elec­ 
tion.”
